CITRUS MEN 
ARE INVITED 
TO MEETING 


Citrus growers of the south- 
ern Tulare county area are in- 
vited to hear G. R. Rees, acting 
chairman of the newly formed 
California Citrus Producers as- 
sociation, discuss problems of 
the orange industry and aims of 
the new organization at a meet- 
ing to be held in the Porterville 
high school auditorium next 
Tuesday evening, January 27, at 
8 o’clock. 

Mr. Rees, who is a southern 
California orange grower and a 
former mayor of Redlands, will 
speak Wednesday evening in 
Lindsay before a growers’ meet- 
ing. scheduled for 8 o'clock at 
the Lindsay high school. 

NEWLY ESTABLISHED . 

The California Citrus Produ- 
cers’ association was established 
a short time ago in southern Cal- 
ifornia, with Mr. Rees as tem- 
porary chairman, as a grower or- 
ganization designed to seek ac- 
tion on problems confronting cit- 
rus producers. 

It is pointed out that any pro- 
posals or suggestions made as 
yet are tentative, however, the 
association. is concerning. itself 
with such matters as: Stimula- 
tion of demand for citrus prod- 
ucts; freight rate problems; the 
various profits that are made by 
organization and individuals as 
citrus. fruits pass from grower

In a tentative plan drawn 
through cooperation of the Hyde 
Development company and the 
Tulare County planning commis- 
sion, the courthouse building 
‘would face east.

Parking areas 
would also be located in this 
district and it is provided that 
buildings in this area must con- 
form in architectural: style with 
the courthouse and other county 
buildings that might possibly be

control functions bill. 

Representing the interest of 
Tulare county at this hearing is 
Irvin Althouse, Porterville engi- 
neer, who will present data re- 
lating to both the Success valley 
dam on the Tule river and the 
Terminus dam on the Kaweah 
river. ; 

MONEY RECOMMENDED 


Recommended by the Califor- 


nia Water Resources board is a 
federal expenditure of $950,000 
for the construction of each of 
these dams. 

Planned location of the Suc- 
cess valley dam is just below the 
junction of the north and south 


forks of the Tule river. As relat- 
ed to the Springville road, the 
dam would be located in the vi- 
einity of the first hairpin turn 
east of the Worth road. 

History of the Success valley 
dam dates back to 1937 when the 
federal government started a 
flood control survey of streams 
throughout the nation. In Cali- 
fornia, all major streams and 
rivers were checked and in Tu- 
lare county, the board of super- 
visors authorized Mr, Althouse to 
prepare a report on Tulare coun- 
ty needs and to represent the 
county at various hearings,

As designed at present, the 
Success valley dam is a flood 
contro} project, designed to make 
possible an even flow of water 


into the valley area and to\elim-. 


inate the danger ‘of seascnal 
floods. Mr. Althouse believes that 
water would be conserved by 
such a dam and that if there was 
no danger of:floods, less expen- 
sive bridges could be constructed 
in the future, along the Tule. 
Old timers in the community 
recall] that at one time the Tule 
ran in the vicinity of Porter- 
ville’s Third street and out 
through Ice Cream flat. In years 
past there have been floods in 


which the river threatened tom 


resume this channel, the last in- 
stance occurring in 1943. 


Land Values 
Seem Past Peak 


Land values appear to have 
already passed their peak, says 
Tulare County Farm Advisor 
Wm. E. Gilfillan. Any substant- 
ia! decline in the prices of agri- 
cultural products will bring 
some decline in the present high 
land prices. 

Mr. Gilfillan says the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics index 
of value per acre of farm real 
estate in California was 102 per 
cent above the 1935-1939 level 
in April and July of 1947 and 
down to 99 per cent in: Decem- 
ber of the same year. 

The future capitalization rate 
on good land is expected to be 
lower and hénce will result in a 
higher land value for the same 
return. Future land values are 
expected to be about halfway 
between prewar levels and the 
current high level,

; Rees, orange grower, former mayor of Redlands and acting chair- 


man of the newly organized California Citrus Producers’ association 
will tell what this new southern California organization of growers 
is attempting to do about the problems that face the orange industry. 

In genera] terms, this organization is interesting itself 
‘in methods of stimulating orange sales, problems of freight rates, 
profits of individuals and organizations as citrus fruits pass: from 
grower to consumer, the possibility of cooperative marketing or- 
ganizations in eastern states, the problem of price to growers 
and the prorate setup. 

Our personal knowledge of this new association is limited, 
but we believe it is worthy of the attention of local citrus growers 
from two standpoints—if the organization has something that looks 
good, then Central California growers may want to join in; if the 
new association has plans that are not in accord with the best in- 
terests of growers in this area, then the best way to find out about 
such plans is to get the first-hand information that Mr. Rees will 
be able to give. 

It is our belief, after being associated with the orange 
business through family and personal interest for our entire life, 
that there is room for improvement as far as the grower is con- 
cerned. And it is our further belief that the only persons vitally 
interested in grower problems are the growers themselves. Con- 
sequently, if any beneficial] improvements, on the grower level, are 
to come to the orange industry, we believe that ideas for these 
improvements must of necessity spring from the grower level. 

And as we see the situation, an individual grower in this 
community has nothing to lose, and possibly considerable to gain, 
by attending the Tuesday meeting.

A price of $149 per ton for 
certified Acala cotton ceed has 
been set for the 1948 season 
by the California Planting Cot- 
ton Seed distributors. The ac- 
tion was taken at a meeting in 
Tulare attended by 50 directors, 
growers and representatives of 
cotton companies in the state. 

Although the price is higher 
than last year, the $149 figure 
compares with prices of from 
$150 to $250 per ton for seed 
in other states. The distributors 
have on hand 14,500 tons ‘of re- 
gistered and certified seed; a 
25 per cent increase in cotton 
acreage is anticipated for 1948.

History of Tulare county and 


San Joaquin valley railroads was 
discussed Sunday afternoon at 
a meeting of the Tulare County 
Historical society held .at the 
Lincoln elementary school in 
‘Exeter. 

Among speakers of ‘the after- 
noon was Mark Wilson, of Bak- 
ersfield and formerly of Porter- 
ville, who has been with the 
Southern Pacific railroad for 46 
years, starting as a young man 
in Visalia. He told of develop- 
ments in railroading and recall- 
ed how, in 1901, Visalians greet- 
ed the first transcontinental 
train through town by distri- 
buting baskets of fruit among 
the passengers. 

Adolph Sweet, of Visalia, told 
of the Visalia-Goshen line that 
was built in the 1870’s to con- 
nect with the Southern Pacific 
main line and of the Visalia- 
Tulare line that ran during the 
period 1880-1900 and ended its 
existance when its train hit a 
calf and was wrecked. 

As a sideline on the Visalia- 
Tulare line, several old timers 
recalled a July 4 celebration in 
1894, when Will Bell, riding a 
bicycle, raced the train from Tul- 
are to Visalia and won. 

Joe Doctor, editor of The Exe- 


ter Sun, presided at the Sunday = 


meeting and told of general rail- 
road history. He said that Dr. 
John Marsh proposed a trans- 
continental railroad in 1848 that 
would run’ from San Francisco, 
through the San Joaquin valley, 


‘across Walker pass and on east 


along the Santa Fe Trail. 

In 1850, Theodore: Juda pro- 
posed the northern. route along 
which the first. transcontinent- 
al railroad was built and in 18- 
59 the Central Pacific organized 
for operation in Nevada and 
California. 

When the Southern Pacifis 
announced plans in 1870 to 
build a railroad through the val- 
ley from Lathrop to Los Ange- 
les, Visalia real estate sold at 
boom prices until it was found 
that the line would pass west of 
the town. After an unsuccess-

He said that at the February

community will be invited to at- 
tend and discuss the matter with 
board members—the board being 
interested only in reaching a 
decision based on facts and de- 
cided in. the interest of the great- 
est good for the greatest num- 
ber of persons in the hospital 
district. 

Mr. Williams stated that the 
matter of whether or not osteo- 
paths will be allowed to practice 
in the district hospital will be 
decided and publicly announced 
prior to the presentation of a 
bond issue for hogpital construc- 
tion. 

Dr. Miller, in addressing the 
board, said that the measure of 
a hospital is the doctors who 
practice there. He said that di- 
rectors must choose from the 
best materia] available, from ac- 
credited M.D.’s who are in good 
standing within their profession. 

CASE CITED 

It should be an honor to work 
in the district hospital, Dr. Mill- 
er pointed out, and the standard 
of the hospital should lead doc- 
tors to do’their best possible 
work. 

Dr. Winn cited a case, carried 
to the Supreme court of the 
United States, in which the right 
of a hospital board to turn down 
osteopaths was upheld. He also 
stated that “you can’t put two 
systems of medical thought into 
the same hospital any more than 
you can put two religions into 
the same church.”

Dr. Winn, and others, also 
stated that goal of the Sierra 
View hospital should be to qual- 
ify as a “Class A” hospital, the 
highest rating’ possible. They 
said that if osteopaths are on 
the staff, this rating. cannot be 
attained. 

SEPARATE FACILITIES 

The “Class A” rating is desir- 
able in that a high class hospit- 
al attracts better doctors, it was 
stated. It ‘was pointed out that 
in some larger hospitals, main- 
taining a “Class A” rating, sep- 
arate facilities, amounting to 
practically a separate hospital, 
have been established for osteo- 
Paths.” 

Several doctors stated that the 
question is not one of predju- . 
dices, that medical doctors re- 
ceive a more extensive profes- 
sional education than do doctors 
of osteopathy, consequently the 
question is one of qualifications 
that point toward the best pos- 
sible medical care for patients 
and the assuring of the highest 
medical standards. 

In a clarification of terms, it 
Was pointed out that an “open 
staff’ hospital is one in which 
any licensed medical man can 
practice; a “closed staff’ hospit- 
al is one in which the hospital 
board names those doctors who 
can practice in the hospital. 

OTHER BUSINESS 

The terms “closed” and “op- 
en” do not relate solely to 
whether an osteopath can prac- 
tice in a hospital. In a “closed 
staff’? hospital, board members 
specifically name doctors author- 
ized to use the hospital, includ- 
ing M.D.’s. Any osteopath or 
any M.D. might or might not be 
included by hospital board mem- 
bers on the ‘‘closed staff” of a 
hospital.

As any soil is farmed, the 
supply of available potash is di-

Labor Camps’ 


Governor Earl Warren, at a 
recent press conference stated, 
that the question of. operation 
of farm labor camps by. the State 
is a legislative matter, and that 
since housing is very definate- 
ly an urgency matter, he belie- 
ves it likely that the Legisla- 
ture will consider the subject 
on an urgency basis. 

He informed the press that 
he had written to the Secretary 
of Agriculture for specific cost 
information in regard to federal 
camps in the State, and that 
he will have. definite recom- 
mendations to make once facts 
have been obtained. 

This means that the State le- 
gislature may make the final 
determination as to wether or 
not the State of California will 
bid against non-profit associa- 
tions of growers to acquire the 
ownership of the former feder- 
al labor supply camps. At. the 
preserit time the farm labor 


' .camps are being operated on Re- 


vocable Use Permits by non- 
profit associations of farmers. 

Most of these associations 
have indicated their interest in 
acquiring title from the federal 
government to these camps. The 
Governor’s action will delay the 
fina] disposition of these camps 
until after the Legislature has 
indicated its desires. After ac- 
tion by the Legislature, the eli- 
gible bidders (the state of Cal- 
ifornia, semi-public agencies 


and non-profit associations of. 


farmers) will be able to bid 
for the camps. 

A recent announcement by the 
Fedéral government indicates 
that the sale of camps will be 
made with the provision that 
the purchaser must continue to 
operate camps for principal pur- 
pose of housing workers engaged 
in agriculture.
